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(Continued From Last Week) 
After many more years of idle 
waiting, there occurred a series 
of crustal movements the like of 
which I had never witnessed. The 
earth groaned and heaved a n d 
tossed. From sea level we were 
lifted over a mile in height, a few 
feet every hundred years. 
But 
accompanying this giant 
uplift 
were severe earthquakes. Shock 
after shock vibrated through the 
ground. Being solid rock now, and 
no longer wood, we were not able 
to withstand these abrupt shocks. 
Cracks 
appeared 
along 
our 
lengths until we were veined 
» 


with them. We cracked along the 
lines of least resistance, trans­ 
versely across our trunks, n o t 
longitudinally. However, since we 
were still tightly packed in the 
soil, we kept intact. 
With the tremendous uplift, the 
same that created the 
Rocky 
mountains and started the wear­ 
ing down of the Grand Canyon, 
and with the added 
elevation, 
erosion attacked the top soils at 
a greater rate. The soil was rap­ 
idly worn away. The' Painted Des­ 
ert began to be sculptured out by 
the elements. Torrential rains tore 
gullies through the strata to ex­ 
pose buried layers beneath. Winds 
swept away more, carving out 
curious Eagle Nest Rock to the 
north of me. At long last the root 
end of my trunk saw daylight. 
W hat a different and changed 
landscape was spread before me 
now. A high arid plateau stretch­ 
ed away in every direction as far 
as the eye could see. Here and 
there a flat-topped mesa jutted 
up against the flat horizon to 
break up the distance. 
I sought out my companions. 
Some still lay buried 
beneath 
many feet of soil. One had been 
undercut by a stream to form a 
bridge, Agate Bridge. Others had 
been exposed long before I and 
had been decomposed by surface 
weathering. No trace of them 
w as left now. It was useless to 
seek for their traces. All those 
logs which had overlain the top 
stratum in the Grand Canyon 
area had suffered such a fate. 
But those far to the north of me, 
in the Navaho Indian Reservation, 
still waited beneath thousands of 
feet of coverage. 
Gradually, year after 
year, 
more and more of my huge trunk 
was eroded into view. As soon as 
the wind and rain got at those 
cracks made during the uplift, 
the crevices were widened. Water 
would collect in them and expand 
on freezing to force them apart. 
The roots of cacti and grasses 
would penetrate into their depths 
and continue the separation. The 
final result of these combined 
factóís was to break us logs up 
into regular sections about two 
feet apart, giving the later im­ 
pression that we had been sawed 
by some prehistoric Paul Bunyan. 
Then one day, 160,000,000 years 
after I had been washed down 
as a living tree, I noted a small 
band 
of 
two-legged 
creatues 
threading in and out among our 
scattered forms. They were naked 
bronzed animals which I soon 
came to identify as men. These 
Indians selected a knoll across the 
wash from me and proceeded to 
build themselves a pueblo out of 
m y comrades. Many of my friends 
w ent into the construction of that 
agate house. The Indians thrived 
there for many years, from 1100 
to 1500 A. D., hunting hares and 
pronghorn 
antelope, 
planting 
maize and beans, grinding 
corn 
meal in their metates, f l a k i n g 
agate arrow points from our frag­ 
ments, making periotüc raids on 
their neighbors, molding 
crude 
pottery with their hands, a n d 
scratching their odd petroglyphs 
on the sandstone boulders. 
But 
one by one they either died or 
moved away, until finally 
no 
more Indians were to be seen. 
About 
three 
hundred 
years 
more passed before I saw any 
more men. Then in 1851 there 
appeared a motley group of men 
in uniform, led by Lt. Sitgreaves 
on an early railroad survey. They 
encamped beside me and I could 
hear his men cursing me and my 
comrades for causing them so 
much trouble in their route across 
the desert. They had to detour 
their pack train around us and it 
was most inconvenient. However 
Lt. Sitgreaves leaned against me 
that night before the 
blazing 
camp fire and penned in his diary 
the first written record of our 
discovery. 
Nor was I to welcome that dis­ 
covery. 
As soon as we were 
known, men by the hundreds in­ 
vaded our realm and maliciously 
hauled us away by the wagon­ 
load. They dynamited the larger 
of us in search of the elusive 
amethyst. 
Many of my friends 
were blown to bits for naught. 
My neighbor with the fool’s gold 
encrustation was the first to go, 
his thief erroneously believing he 
had found real gold. Some chunks

retired, on the subject of national 
and home defense. Thirty-eight 
men turned in their enlistment 
blanks after the meeting, and a 
like number took their blanks 
away with them to fill out at 
home and return later. 
The meeting was opened by 
Mayor Philip L. Boyd, who brief­ 
ly explained why the men of the 
village had been called together. 
The mayor introduced Fred Bar­ 
ringer of Indio, member of the 
Riverside County Defense Coun­ 
cil. Mr. Barringer made a few pre­ 
liminary remarks relative to the 
functions of the State Guard, and 
then introduced the speaker of 
the evening. Col. McCord, head 
of the state guard in Riverside 
county. 
The colonel, a veteran of the 
Spanish-American War, the Phil­ 
ippine Insurrection, 
the 
Boxer 
Rebellion, the United States' cam­ 
paign against Villa in Mexico, 
and World War I, charged it was 
foolish to ask if'(o r when) the 
United States will become involv­ 
ed in World War II. He asserted 
we are in the w ar already and 
that it will only be a m atter of 
time before war is actually de­ 
clared. 
He went on to show how the 
U. S. has been shamefully unpre­ 
pared for every war it has ever 
fought, and that the same condi­ 
tion of unpreparedness prevails 
again today as we are about to 
enter another war, as he claimed.

unpreparedness 
makes haste vitally necessary in 
the formation of state guard units 
throughout the country, he said.

Legislature Passes 


Palm Springs 


Tramway Bill 


State Senator John Phillips’ 
amended bill providing for the 
construction and operation of a 
mountain tramway up the slopes 
of San Jacinto mountain f r o m 
Palm Springs to Round Valley 
passed the assembly late Sunday. 
It has now been passed by both 
houses of the legislature and 
awaits only the signature of Gov­ 
ernor Olson to make it a law. 
The proposed tramway would 
link this famous winter resort 
with a great undeveloped winter 
sports 
area, 
the 
San 
Jacinto 
Mountain State Park. 
Telegraphic word of the ap­ 
proval of the measure by the as­ 
sembly, following action taken a 
week ago by the state senate, was 
received in Riverside, Monday, 
by Supervisor E. C. Talbot. 
The 
county 
supervisor 
last 
week had been in Sacramento to 
interview state officials, particu­ 
larly of the park commission, con­ 
cerning the measure. 
Talbot told his fellow supervis­ 
ors that he believes the rights of 
the county are not endangered by 
the new bill. The winter park au­ 
thority, designated to manage the 
tramway, will be composed of 
the state director of natural re­ 
sources, the chairman of the state 
park commission, two men ap­ 
pointed by the Palm Springs city 
council and another named by the 
board of supervisors. 
The bill now goes to Governor 
Olson for his signature. He veto­ 
ed the original measure after re­ 
ceiving concerted protests from 
Riverside county residents, par­ 
ticularly those in the Idyllwild 
district. 
According to supporters of the 
measure, the chances are very 
good that Governor Olson will 
sign the bill. One advocate of the 
tramway who “knows his 
way 
around” 
Sacramento, says the 
Governor hinted to him last week 
he would sign the bill if it was 
passed by the legislature. The 
Governor intimated the new bill 
meets with his approval and that 
the objectionable features of the 
original bill he vetoed have been 
eliminated.

Answers Letter 


From Mayor Boyd 


A statement relative to the 
recent and somewhat heated 
exchange of letters between the 
Agua Caliente Indians and the 
City of Palm Springs over en­ 
forcement of city ordinances on 
the local reservation was re­ 
leased this week by officials of 
the tribal committee. 


The local Indians have been in 
disagreement for some time with 
city officials over the question of 
building regulations applying to 
reservation lands within the city 
limits and also over the m atter 
of business licenses for reserva­ 
tion enterprises. In the exchange 
of letters, the first was sent by the 
Indians to the city on May 26. In 
that communication the Indians 
served notice on city officials to 
refrain from making inspections 
or interfering in any way w hat­ 
soever with building or 
other 
property matters on the local In­ 
dian reservation, by trying to re­ 
quire tribal members or reserva­ 
tion tenants to take out building 
permits, city licenses, or comply 
with regulations of the city of 
Palm Springs. It was hinted un­ 
officially about town that same 
week the Indians would arrest 
for “trespassing on an Indian res­ 
ervation” the first city 
official 
who stepped on the reservation 
to interfere with building going 
on at that time. 


Mayor Answers 
On June 2 Mayor Philip Boyd 
answered the Indian letter. In his 
communication to the tribal com­ 
mittee the Mayor brought out this 
important point: "We believe that 
it was not the intention of our 
Federal Government to agree to 
permit you to use your land as a 
haven for white people who de­ 
sire to avoid the regulations of 
state and municipal laws.” 


The Indian statement issued 
this week and signed 
by 
Lee 
Arenas, chairman of the 
tribal 
committee, declared that it is the 
tribe’s belief that only 
federal 
regulations apply to Indian reser­ 
vation land, even though it may 
be entirely surrounded by a m u­ 
nicipality as is the case here. 


Arenas' Statement 


The statement follows: 
The mayor of the city of Palm 
Springs, a municipality 
of 
the 
sixth class, has seen fit to rush 
into print, venting his personal 
and official ire and venom upon 
the peaceful members 
of 
my 
band, the Agua Caliente or Palm 
Springs band of California Mis­ 
sion Indians, who happen to be 
his neighbors.

System Installed 


at P. S. Theatre 


At an aggregate cost of near­ 
ly $10,000. Earl Strebe is hav­ 
ing a refrigeration-type 
air- 
conditioning system installed in 
his Palm Springs Theatre. The 
system will be placed in opera­ 
tion Ihe first part of nexl week. 
Frigid air will be rurnished by 
a huge Chrysler Air-Temp refrig­ 
eration unit costing $6800 
and 
will be delivered to all parts of 
the theatre through air conduits 
installed last year at a cost of 
$3000. Other incidental expenses 
bring the total cost of the air- 
conditioning system to about $10,­ 
000. 
According to Strebe. the huge 
electric motor that will power 
the plant is by far the largest in 
the valley, being several feet in 
height. When this new system is 
placed in service, the theatre can 
be made comfortably cool, or 
even quite cold, in the very hot­ 
test weather.

Council Passes 


New Garbage 


Ordinance 


During its meeting Wednesday 
night the city council by ordi­ 
nance and resolution established 
new and fairer garbage and rub­ 
bish laws for Palm Springs and 
set a more equitable schedule of 
rates for the collection of waste 
m atter in this city. 
Reasonable Rates 
The council adopted a resolu­ 
tion establishing what it termed 
a reasonable rate schedule for the 
collection and disposal of garbage 
and rubbish accumulating within 
the city, the new rates to go into 
effect in 30 days from June 18. 
The new rate schedule, based on 
the quantity of material hauled 
and the number of pick-ups per 
week, runs from a minimum of 
50 cents a month for once-a-week 
service on a 30-gallon container 
to a 
maximum 
of 
$14.55 per 
month for six-days-a-week ser­ 
vice on a 
200-gallon container. 
The old rates were based on the 
number of bedrooms in a home 
and not on the quantity of mater­ 
ial hauled away to the city dump. 
The 
new 
ordinance 
passed 
Wednesday night, number 100 of 
this city, is titled: “An ordinance 
of the city of Palm Springs relat­ 
ing to the collection and dispos­ 
al of garbage, rubbish and waste 
m atter in the city and charges 
therefor; also repealing Ordinanc­ 
es Nos. 18, 23, 26, 35 and 61.” It 
goes into effect on July 18. 
Provisions of Ordinance 
Some of the interesting provis­ 
ions of the new ordinance are: 
It will be the duty of every per­ 
son in possession or control of 
any place 
within 
the 
city in 
which 
garbage 
accumulates to 
provide and keep in a suitable 
place, readily accessible to the 
garbage collector, containers cap­ 
able of holding, without spilling, 
all garbage which would ordinar­ 
ily accumulate. All garbage con­ 
tainers must be 
made of metal, 
equipped with handles and tight 
fitting metal covers. 
Each con­ 
tainer shall have a capacity of 
not less than 10 gallons and not 
more than 30 gallons. All kitchen 
garbage must be drained of li­ 
quids and completely wrapped in 
paper before being placed in the 
garbage containers. 
All cartons 
and cardboard 
boxes 
must be 
broken up before placing in con 
tainers. 
Garbage cans must be 
kept clean and sanitary. 
Can Haul Own garbage 
It will be unlawful for~any per­ 
son, other than authorized agents 
or employees of the city of Palm 
Springs, to 
collect, 
remove, or 
dispose of garbage or rubbish in 
this city; except where persons 
transport their own garbage or

It all sounds like the days of 
1917 when this country entered 
the first World War. Only the 
need then for adequate home d e­ 
fense wasn't as urgent as it is 
now. We didn't have any com ­ 
munists, nazis or fascists, so-call­ 
ed, at that time, although we did 
have some reds and pro-Germ ans, 
but not in large enough num bers 
to be a serious threat to home d e­ 
fense. However, followers of all 
of the foreign isms that 
are 
among us now are the same breed 
of swine, whose first objective is 
to overthrow our democratic form 
of governm ent, which naturally 
groups all of lhem under one 
banner. 


In 1917 we had only G erm any 
to fight, and she was half w hip­ 
ped. 
Britain and France were 
still strong. Italy and Japan were 
also on our side. Now conditions 
are reversed. Only B ritain is left 
as 
an 
ally. 
Germany, 
m u c h 
stronger than she was in 1917, has 
Italy definitely as an ally, al­ 
though the latter m ay 
not 
be 
w orth considering, and probably 
Japan and France. 
If Russia is 
dominated by Germany, 
w hich 
appears likely, she also becomes 
an Axis partner. 
If this country 
gets into the war, we m ay have 
all of these countries to fight. We 
have nationals from all of these 
countries and their sym pathizers 
in our midst, and a large num ber 
of trouble m akers who are m ili­ 
tantly against our form of gov­ 
ernm ent. 


Any m an who thinks prepara­ 
tion for home defense is silly or 
unnecessary, 
had 
better 
think 
about this. No m atter how strong 
has been his opposition to en­ 
trance in the war, he owes it to 
his family and his country to give 
every ounce of his support to the 
protection of that fam ily 
and 
country. Being prepared doesn't 
push us nearer to the brink of 
w ar. On the contrary, it's the 
greatest force in preventing war. 
And when w ar does come, if we 
are prepared to meet the enemy 
inside the country as w ell as the 
enem y 
outside, 
countless 
lives 
may be saved and victory a ttain ­ 
ed much sooner than otherwise. 
Therefore, the newly organized 
State G uard deserves all the sup­ 
port we can give it. 
* * * 


So far the national defense ef­ 
forts haven't been a drop in the 
bucket compared w ith w hat we 
m ay expect in the im m ediate fu ­ 
ture. This country is now spend­ 
ing at the rate of 11 billion dol­ 
lars a year for national defense. 
G erm any is spending 35 billions 
annually. Reduced to actual w ar 
supplies, G erm any probably gets 
the 
equivalent 
of 
w hat 
100 
billions of dollars w ill buy in 
America because of the lower 
wages and longer hours there. 
T hai's nine times the American 
output. 


Before 
this 
w ar 
is 
set­ 
tled America may have to be 
on the same w ar basis as G er­ 
m any is now, which will mean 
that all of our cash and natural 
resources not absolutely essential 
for civilian use will be needed 
for the w ar machine. That may 
also mean that we w ill have to 
do w ithout tobacco, liquor 
and 
sim ilar luxuries, in order to re ­ 
lease salesmen and other w orkers 
for defense industries. It will un ­ 
doubtedly m ean that w ithin 
a 
short timo it may be difficult to 
buy things made of steel, alum ­ 
inum , tin, copper, nickel, and oth ­ 
er metals, or rubber, wool a n d 
sUk, for all of these are needed 
to m anufacture w ar supplies.

w ere chipped from m y trunk, but 
fortunately I was left mostly in­ 
tact. Why, I shall never know. 
Then some men cam e in and 
built a grinding mill. 
They be­ 
gan pow dering m y friends 
to 
m ake 
an 
abrasive 
sandpaper! 
Luckily, about this tim e o t h e r 
m ore far-seeing m en in the near­ 
by town of Holbrook petitioned 
the President, Theodore Roose­ 
velt, to protect the area, and so 
in 1906 he set my entire neigh­ 
borhood 
aside 
as 
a 
N ational 
M onument, 
the 
second 
to 
be 
created 
in 
the 
U nited 
States. 
This 
same 
year 
several 
large 
pieces of m y upper trunk w ere 
shipped to th e K aiser's palace in 
G erm any and he had two round 
spheres, about five inches in d ia­ 
m eter, cut from them . 
One of 
these spheres was sent back as a 
token of appreciation and now 
rests in a prom inent place in the 
m useum below me. 
People w ere still taking out 
the petrified wood in unlim ited 
quantities, mostly to be ground 
down to a high polish w ith car­ 
borundum or diam ond dust and 
then to be m ade into jew elry, 
book ends, ash trays, or curios. 
This is a tedious job because of 
the extrem e hardness of silica and 
entails about an hour's hard work 
to polish one square inch of sur­ 
face! 
T hen a custodian w as appoint­ 
ed to patrol the area, but 
it 
w asn’t until the late 1930's that 
full protection was attained. Now 
it is a law that the rem oval of a 
piece of petrified wood from the 
M onum ent is punishable by a fine 
of $500 or six m onths im prison­ 
m ent or both. Rangers check each 
visitor as he leaves the area to 
insure this protection. 
This is 
made" necessary because with the 
com pletion 
of the 
new paved 
roads through the Forest, more 
and m ore visitors see it each year. 
Over a thousand people a day 
visit the M onum ent each summer. 
For some reason I was singled 
out from the other logs, perhaps 
because of my eight foot diam eter 
and hundred foot length. At any 
rate, I was christened Old F aith­ 
ful, not from the geyser of the 
sam e name. Each year I have to 
suffer the hum iliation of having 
thousands of tourists clam bering 
over m y already w orn trunk, pos­ 
ing for snaps with m e as the 
background, jeering m y long a n ti­ 
quity. But I take it all in my 
stride. I have lived to see much, 
and it will be a good m any more 
hundreds of years before I en­ 
tirely crum ble away. I have a l­ 
ready seen the Rainbow Forest 
M useum grow at the foot of the 
hill on which I lie from a one- 
room tin shack to the splendid 
rock building of today. I have 
seen the M onum ent's boundaries 
extended to its present encom- 
passm ent of 141 
square 
miles, 
over 93,000 acres I have watched 
th e CCC boys building residences 
and pipe-linos. I have watched 
from afar the construction of the 
new palatial Painted Desert Inn 
on the very rim of that desert. 
Yes, I have seen lots, but there's 
lots more in the future for me 
y e t to see. And I can wait.

I shall only be able to report 
the doings of one of the m eetings 
for the past week, since Dr. M ac­ 
artney has been having, as he 
w rites, “a 
blessed 
rest" at the 
farm m aintained 
by 
the 
First 
Presbyterian church, of which his 
brother, Dr. Clarence E. M acart­ 
ney, is the pastor. 
This farm is 
about 50 m iles from Pittsburgh, 
am idst the foothills of the Alle- 
ghanies, and is a beautiful spot. 
For myself, I am seeing friends 
and family, and Friday motored 
to W arren, Ohio, w ith a cousin, 
a distance of 80 miles, running 
into show ers and out again, and 
Saturday as w e went on to Obcr- 
lin, Ohio, w here we attended the 
w edding of a young cousin, as we 
traveled through the beautifully 
green fields and woods. We again 
had show ers and a real deluge a 
few m inutes after 
our 
arrival 
there. 


It was my first visit to Oberlin, 
w here the streets are lined w ith 
old trees and the grass close up 
to the trunks, as it is in Scotland. 
The college buildings are in the 
center of the town and the Inn is 
owned and managed by the col­ 
lege. 
The first Inn 
was a log 
building, built in 1734, and a new 
one a year later. 
The present 
one 
is' 
old, 
but 
beautifully 
kept and filled w ith antiques and 
a shop for disposing of the same. 
The church in which the w edding 
took place w as over one hundred 
years old, is built of red brick, 
but inside is all in w hite, and 
m aintains its dignity as a place of 
w orship with regular services to ­ 
day. I w as particularly happy to 
visit here since Helen M acartney 
is a graduate in piano and organ ! 
and has a real affection for h e r ' 
alma m ater, and I can readily see 
why she should, since the setting 
for all the 
buildings 
and the 
campus are so beautiful. 


W arren is th e home of my a n ­ 
cestors, 
my 
great 
grandfather 
settling here in the early days, 
and bringing the first fruit trees 
to this county. 
He brought up a 
family w hich would be consid­ 
ered large today, but only three 
or four descendants live here to ­ 
day. 
It is beautiful in the resi­ 
dential areas, but has grown so 
fast on account of the steel m ills 
which have come in here, and as 
all mills now are, running at ca­ 
pacity. 


We go back to Pittsburgh to­ 
morrow. It is a busy place. O ne j 
of the large stores has a num ber j 
of w indow s given over to a dis­ 
play of maps on the walls and 
relief m aps on the floor, showing 
the w ork of defense in this area. 
One of the m aps gives a picture, 
of the states, th e size being ac­ 
cording to its status in propor­ 
tion to w hat it contributes to d e­ 
fense, and Pennsylvania occupies 
a very large place, as do New 
York, Illinois and Ohio. 
It is e d ­ 
ucational, and 
one 
regrets not 
having m ore tim e to study them . 


I find m yself looking at th e 
grime, w hich I som etim es forget 
out on the desert, 
but it would 
not be P ittsburgh w ithout it. 
It 
is a most difficult place in which 
to drive, for th e streets are so 
very narrow , w ith short blocks, 
and the pedestrians do not regard 
the lights for "stop and go” w ith 
any degree of seriousness, so th at 
one m ust be on 
the 
alert con­ 
stantly. 


Dr. M acartney preached at the 
Third P resbyterian church, June 
8th, and there w ere several of the 
friends who w in ter in the desert 
there to greet us. 
It w as quite 
homelike, 
but 
a large church, 
sparsely filled — the 
one 
from 
w hich Dr. Evans came to H olly­ 
wood, and 
w hich 
is w ithout a 
pastor at present. It is one of the 
most beautiful churches in the 
Pittsburgh area. 
It is a joy to 
meet old friends and visit w ith 
loved ones, but 
am afraid m y 
heart is in the W est, and am kept 
busy singing the praises of Palm 
Springs’ w inter climate.

the Palm Springs C ham ber of 
Commerce of this rath er small 
city are param ount to the su­ 
prem e court of the land. A nother 
m isapprehension 
of 
his 
excel­ 
lency, the m ayor of Palm Springs, 
is that regardless of the wishes 
of an A m erican 
Indian 
band, 
existing 
under 
the 
protective 
guardianship of the governm ent 
of the U nited States, he and his 
m unicipal governm ent m ay 
en­ 
force upon tribal Indians, living 
upon tribal Indian lands, the will 
of the w hites residing upon non- 
Indian adjacent lands. 


Stale Pow ers Lim ited 


The only adm inistrative and 
executive pow ers possessed 
by 
the m unicipal governm ent of the 
city of Palm Springs a re derived 
from the legislature of the state 
of C alifornia by the delegates of 
political pow ers existing under 
the constitution of the state of 
California. 
U nfortunately for the mayor, 
city council and cham ber of com­ 
merce of the city of Palm Springs, 
a superior sovereignty has creat­ 
ed and guaranteed 
the 
vested 
civil rights and property rights 
of the enrolled m em bers of my 
tribe, and we Indians possess not 
only 
all 
of 
the 
constitutional 
rights of A m erican citizenship, 
but also certain special 
rights, 
privileges and im m unities g ran t­ 
ed and guaranteed by the con­ 
stitution and law s of th e U nited 
States of A m erica and under the 
treaty of G uadeloupe 
Hidalgo, 
paragraph X, of the protocol, and 
these law s are th e suprem e law 
of the land, for the enforcem ent 
of which the integrity of the n a­ 
tion is pledged, and are p ara­ 
m ount to the purely local laws 
of California, including even the 
state C onstitution 
from 
which 
any political pow ers vested in his 
excellency, the m ayor of Palm 
Springs, are derived. 
The title of the Agua C aliente 
Indians to their lands is an orig­ 
inal title, based upon use and oc­ 
cupancy ' from tim e immemorial. 
This original title was guaranteed 
under the treaty of G uadeloupe 
Hidalgo, paragraph X of the pro­ 
tocol, and confirm ed by various 
Presidential 
executive 
orders, 
comm encing as early as 1876. 
N um erous acts of congress now 
in full force and effect, guaran­ 
tee these rights, and our people 
w ere here long before the w hite 
m an came. 


Federal Pow er Noted 


Only th e federal 
governm ent 
has jurisdiction over our lands 
and our peoplq as long as they 
live on these lands and obey the 
existing laws w hich govern us. 
No statute of lim itations can d i­ 
vest us of our rights; no theft of 
our w ater can be cured by the 
passage of tim e; we doubt se­ 
riously, w hether under the pro­ 
tective force of the constitution 
of the U nited States, even con­ 
gress could dispose of our lands 
w ithout our full assent, and this 
w e shall never give. 
We refuse to be exploited by 
either the cham ber of commerce 
of a neighboring city, its m ayor 
or its people. We are a united peo­ 
ple, who intend to fully assert and 
vindicate our civil rights and lib­ 
erties in the courts of proper 
jurisdiction, and w e assert that 
these are not the state or m uni­ 
cipal courts of the state of C ali­ 
fornia, w hich have no jurisdiction 
over us or over our lands, their 
use or disuse, as the case m ay be. 
If the city of Palm Springs sees 
fit to arrest and incarcerate any 
of our people, w e have a lawful 
rem edy available to us and for 
every Indian arrested or m olest­ 
ed, we m ay invoke the act of con­ 
gress of A pril 20, 1871 (17 Sta. L. 
13), and hold even so high a per­ 
sonage as the mayor, himself, 
fully responsible for any act of 
aggression against us.

Philip Boyd. The most prom ising 
of the candidates for th e post w ill

Septem ber 1, the M ayor stated 
yesterday.
